Bruce requested the views of the fellow council on 
whether they would be happy to establish a procedure to 
twin with the German town. 

Beer crash 
driver bailed 

THE driver of a motorhome involved in a serious collision 
in Beer on Tuesday, July 9th has been charged for dangerous 
driving. 

Police have been appealing for witnesses following the se¬ 
rious road traffic collision where the motorhome headed the 
wrong way down the one-way street at Common Lane and 
collided with a wall before also colliding with a group of 
pedestrians. 

The driver of the motorhome, Arnold Kasserra, aged 67 and 
from Germany, has been charged with two counts of Causing 
Serious Injury by Dangerous Driving contrary to S.lAof the 
Road Traffic Act 1988. 

Mr Kasserra has been released on bail and is due to attend 
Exeter Magistrates’ Court on August 6th. 

Police from the Serious Collision Investigation Unit are in¬ 
vestigating the incident and ask that any witnesses to this in¬ 
cident contact them on 101 quoting police reference 0333 
090713. 


During the public session, the council heard from a Weil 
der Stadt teacher, Ralph Grossman, who explained that he 
has been accompanying students from the town for a 
number of years during residential trips to Seaton, de¬ 
scribing the trip as the ‘highlight of the school year’. 

Mr Grossman explained that the school had been visiting 
Seaton on an annual basis for 35 years, bringing 40 young 
people each time and totalling 1,400 students over the 
years. He added that he hoped the town council would 
consider strengthening the links between the two towns. 

Also linked with the German visits was Seaton resident 
John Cooper, who stressed the importance of the associ¬ 
ation and explained that not just the current students but 
also several generations in their family have visited Seaton 
over the years. 

Whilst the council discussed the idea, Cllr Bruce, the ex¬ 
change organiser, asked the council to consider the asso¬ 
ciation of many years and to establish a procedure for 
twinning with the town, including potential costs. 

Each year, since 2003, Cllr Bruce has been a host co¬ 
ordinator of a team including two to three German teach¬ 
ers, four English teachers and 40 students. 

Talks between Seaton Town Council and the Mayor of 
Weil der Stadt have also taken place, exploring the links 
between the two towns. 

Councillors were unanimous in their agreement, and en¬ 
thusiasm for the project, hoping that a procedure could be 
put in place to ‘celebrate the long association’.

AXMINSTER 

Second death 
after A35 crash 

A NOTORIOUS stretch of the A35 was back in the 
news for all the wrong reasons last week. 

A second person died on Wednesday, July 17 th fol¬ 
lowing an accident outside Hunters Lodge, near 
Axminster, a week earlier on Wednesday, July 10 th . 

A 90-year-old woman, who was a passenger in 
one of the vehicles, died in hospital from her injuries. 

A previously reported, the accident involved a van 
and a car and happened on Wedneday, July 10th. 

There were three people in the vehicle and one of 
them, 82-year-old Pamela Manning from Harrow, 
was declared dead at the scene. 

The identity of the woman who died in hospital has 
not yet been disclosed. 

Another accident then happened on Saturday, July 
20 th when a car and a motorcycle collided on the A35 
at Hunters Lodge in the afternoon. 

Police said the collision happened at low speed. 

The motorcycle’s pillion passenger was treated at 
the scene and taken to hospital with non-life- 
threatening injuries. 

Food Bank appeal 

AXMINSTER food bank Canned Sunshine is under 
increased pressure because clients suffer from cut 
benefits and delayed payments. 

To help alleviate the situation, food bank bosses 
have issued an urgent appeal for certain foods. 

Canned Sunshine was formed by Axminster 
Health & Wellbeing Centre in September 2012. 

Centre manager Aynsley Jones said: “We are cur¬ 
rently having an increased demand due to things like 
benefit delays, malnutrition and benefit cuts. 

“There is a huge food shortage going on right now 
and it is really important that we have food being de¬ 
livered. 

“The food we are asking for is cereals, tinned fruit 
and vegetables, powdered milk, pasta, canned 
pulses, canned meat, sauces, toilet rolls, washing 
powder and soap." 

She said that many people just can’t make their 
scarce financial resources stretch until the end of the 
month. In the week commencing July 8th, for exam¬ 
ple, Canned Sunshine provided food for more than 30 
people.

From the editor's chair 
Is this a proper job? 



OVER the years I’ve covered some weird and won¬ 
derful events in Pulman’s Country which has pro¬ 
vided me with countless tales that I hope to include 
in a book when I finally relinquish the Editor's 
Chair. Don’t get excited. It's not going to happen 
soon. 

From ploughing matches - one of the first events 
I covered for the old Western Times and Gazette to 
Dwile Flunking (don't ask!), wassailing to conger 
cuddling - they’ve all found their way into my 
notebook over the years. 

One of the most bizarre and extraordinary coun¬ 
try activities that I have covered on a few occa¬ 
sions, however, must be nettle eating 
competitions. I’m all for a bit of fun, but I can’t help 
asking: “Why would anyone want to eat stinging 
nettles?” 

I popped over to Marshwood on Saturday 
evening where the World Nettle Eating Champi¬ 
onships were being staged at the rejuvenated Bot¬ 
tle Inn, the epitome of a country pub if I’ve ever 
seen one, and where 23 brave souls, including two 
young girls, munched their way through hundreds 
of feet of stingers. 

Like me, there were one or two bemused visitors 
looking on. And I could see what they were think¬ 
ing: “Does everyone do this in Dorset". No we don't. 

When I spoke to the winner for the second year 
running, Peter Wellman, of Axminster, he was re¬ 


covering from gulping down 60 feet of nettles, 
eight less than last year and 12 fewer than the 
world record. He was not a well boy. 

“I think it’s starting to take a toll on me," he said. 

In true Wellman spirit, however, he plans to re¬ 
turn next year, determined to get that world 
record. Don't bet on him not doing so. 

Such crazy customs are part of living in the 
country and long may that be the case. If nothing 
else, they give me plenty of colourful content for 
“Tales of a Country Reporter”. 

Maybe I will choose the title “Get Yourself A 
Proper Job Son” for that’s what my mum advised 
after my first week in work when I witnessed sev¬ 
eral fatal accidents, including a runaway lorry , a 
rather messy suicide in Payhembury and experi¬ 
enced the smell of burning flesh in a campsite fire. 

♦ FURTHER to last week’s comments on the need 
for improvements at the Hunters Lodge junction 
on the A35, it is sad to report this week that an¬ 
other elderly occupant of one of the vehicles in¬ 
volved in the latest serious action died last week 
and there was another accident, albeit a minor 
one, at the weekend. 

That’s four fatalities at this notoriously danger¬ 
ous junction in a short period. Which strengthens 
the argument for immediate safety measures.

COLYTON 

Plan for another 
32 new homes 

TWO separate planning applications for a total of 32 
new houses in Colyton have been submitted to East 
Devon District Council. 

Colyton Parish Council was expected to discuss 
and make a recommendation on the two applica¬ 
tions at the Planning Committee meeting last night 
(Monday). 

The proposed developments include 12 affordable 
houses, associated roadworks, parking and a play 
area on land off Mount View, submitted by Sovereign 
Housing Association, and 20 houses with the forma¬ 
tion of access, service road and parking on land 
north of Yaffles, Coly Road. 

Further details on both planning applications were 
not available on East Devon District Council’s plan¬ 
ning website at the time of going to press. However, 
a site meeting has already been called to discuss the 
Mount View development, as there are concerns 
over possible encorachment on a neighbour’s prop¬ 
erty. 


EASTDEVON 

Knowle not fit 
for purpose 

THE future of Sidmouth’s Knowle council offices is 
uncertain after EDDC’s Cabinet came to a unani¬ 
mous agreement to leave Sidmouth and find a new 
headquarters. 

Options for a new home for EDDC are set to include 
two sites in Honiton and various sites at the new 
town of Cranbrook, following a cabinet decision that 
the Knowle is no longer a viable option. 

The report, taken to the cabinet meeting last 
Wednesday, explained the various work and re¬ 
search undertaken to resolve issues surrounding 
EDDC headquarters. It highlighted driving concerns 
on costs surrounding the running of the Knowle 
building, and the working conditions for EDDC staff. 

Deputy Chief Executive, Richard Cohen, helped to 
compile the report and said: “We have driving con¬ 
cerns on how much more it costs to run a building 
like this in comparison to a modern building. 

“The Knowle is a Victorian hotel converted into of¬ 
fices so we have staff working from converted bath¬ 
rooms, toilets and areas in the building which just 
aren't good for working in. 

“It is currently costing EDDC £458,000 per year to 
run the Knowle but if we wanted to move to a more 
modern office, we are looking at costs of around 
£269,000. So, in effect, we are spending out around 
£188,000 more than we actually need to. 

“This doesn’t include the £1.5 million needed if we 
were to stay, which would be just for vital mainte¬ 
nance work, not refurbishments or improving staff 
comforts. 

Council Leader, Paul Diviani, added: “In 1999, this 
was already on the agenda, it is just that nobody has 
had the time or energy to come up with a suitable 
plan of action. 

“We looked long and hard at all the options on the 
table including staying at the Knowle. 

“The simple matter of fact is that our current offices 
are a huge drain on resources - as well as the finan¬ 
cial considerations, the buildings are just not fit for 
purpose." 

STOP PRESS... 

AN Axminster pub suddenly closed its doors. 

It is understood that Castle Inn in Castle Hill traded 
on Sunday, July 21st but did not reopen the following 
day. 

A note on the door says the pub is closed. 

Punch Taverns issued a brief statement in the af¬ 
ternoon on Monday, saying: “The Castle Inn is tem¬ 
porarily closed and we apologise for any 
inconvenience caused. 

“Our priority is to reopen the pub as soon as possi¬ 
ble." 

Castle Inn previously ceased trading in 2010, but 
landlord Robert Rocky Whenray took charge in No¬ 
vember 2010 and the pub underwent an external 
and internal overhaul as part of a re-investment 
package by Punch Taverns.

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Fears Stockland will lose only pub for good 



CONCERN is growing that Stockland will lose its 
pub for good. 

The King’s Arms is currently closed and, although 
the building’s owner (Horatio Properties Guernsey 
Ltd.) has presented a combined residential/pub pro¬ 
posal, many locals are not convinced. 

About 100 villagers attended a meeting on 
Wednesday, July 17th where the owner outlined a 
plan understood to involve housing on the site. 

The pub would be retained minus the dining 
room, skittle alley and garden, with only seven 
parking spaces allocated for customers. 

Speaking as a concerned resident, Cathy Gardner 
expressed doubt, saying: “If it is so small I doubt it 
can make any money, it would not be viable. 

“You need the size and car parking.” 

Another concerned resident, who did not wish to 
be named, said: “We are investigating what we can 
do before a planning application is submitted. 

“I think there can be quite a strong lobby put up 
against the application when it is submitted.”

Stockland Parish Council has already applied for 
the building to be listed as an Asset of Community 
Value under the The Community Right to Bid (part 
of The Localism Act). 

The legislation empowers local communities to 
request that local assets (land or buildings) are 
listed as Assets of Community Value. 

In short, should an asset be put on the market, a 
listing would delay a sale for a fixed period of time 
to allow the community group involved to put to¬ 
gether its own bid. However, a listing does not re¬ 
strict to whom the asset owner can sell, nor at what 
price. 

In The Community 
Right to Bid application, 
the parish council wrote: 

Like any small village, 

Stockland depended on 


its pub as an important social centre for the com¬ 
munity (it is currently closed). 

“Stockland has already lost its shop and post of¬ 
fice, losing the pub would be a major blow to resi¬ 
dents and affect quality of life and amenity of the 
parish. 

“Although the economic times are now more dif¬ 
ficult there are thriving pubs in the area where the 
tenants/owners run the business appropriately. 

“If the community were able to purchase the free¬ 
hold they would look to partner with a suitable ten¬ 
ant to run the business. 

“The community does not intend to run the pub 
themselves, although some volunteer work to sup¬ 


port a shop on the premises may be possible 
By partnering with a tenant, the community could 
ensure that costs are kept down whilst the business 
is built up. 

A long-term return on investment would be 
sought but linked to profitability 
“The parish council have not yet identified poten¬ 
tial investors and/or sources of funding but are con¬ 
fident that a credible proposal could be prepared 
and a suitable operating partner, ideally with a track 
record in the hospitality industry, identified.” 

The matter is expected to be discussed again 
when the parish council meets on July 29th.

How it all began... 

IN 1943 whilst war raged across Europe and air raids devastated 
towns and cities throughout Britain, the Red Cross made an ur¬ 
gent appeal for money to replenish 
their funds largely depleted be¬ 
cause of the enormous de¬ 
mands the conflict had 
made upon them. The ap- y v 
peal made throughout 
County Councils and fed 
to Parish Councils was 
eagerly embraced by all 
sections of the commu¬ 
nity. In Axmouth a public 
meeting was called and a 
Red Cross fund raising com¬ 
mittee was formed, led by a young 

Jim Cross and Len Weekes, a gardener at Stedcombe Manor. 

They decided that a grand fete was needed to lift the spirits 
and raise the much needed cash for this crucial part of the 
war effort. 

At this point they were invited to hold the fete at Sted¬ 
combe Manor, the superbly sited William and Mary House, 
by its then owner, Miss Stephens. The fete was an enor¬ 
mous success and deemed to have been such a good day 
that it would be repeated annually as a flower show. The 
Axmouth Flower Show had come into being. Each year a 
great array of home made goods such as rationing would 
allow were on sale, children’s sports, produce auction and 
pets shows filled the programme. 

Over the following years the show raised money for the 
soldiers and seamen’s charities and when the hostilities ceased 
the show combined with the Village Produce Association, formed 
as part of the Dig for Victory campaign. The show enjoyed enor¬ 
mous support in the immediate post-war year (now held in 
Webbers campfield). However the rise of convenience foods 
and the general decline in vegetable growing meant that the 
Flower Show had gone into decline by the early eighties and 
at one low point was held in the village hall car park. However 
the offer of a field in the centre of the village, on an annual basis 
from Lady Loveridge and her late husband, Sir John, plus the enthusi¬ 
astic efforts of the committee meant that the show has gone from 
strength to strength in recent years.

With NIGEL SPELLER 


Father Michael Koppel,Axminster, leads 
this week: 

Some years ago, an elderly friend of 
mine remarked to me that she had recently 
read the Bible from cover to cover. 

Knowing that she wasn’t a Christian - at 
least not in any ordinary sense of the word 
- I was curious to discover what impres¬ 
sion her reading had made on her. My en¬ 
quiry was met with a pensive silence. 
And in a way, that’s hardly surprising. 

For what is one to make of the wide- 
ranging collection of works to be found 
between the covers of our Bible, coming 
from the pens of around 100 authors writ¬ 
ing over a period of about 1,000 years? 

Can there be any one theme which gives 
unity to all this diversity? Well, as a matter 
of fact, there is, and that theme is: Christ. 

He himself said that he had come, not to 
abolish the law or the prophets, but to 
complete them. And if the scriptures, in¬ 
cluding the Old Testament, are really about 
him, it follows that we won’t be able to 
make head or tail of them unless we recog¬ 
nise that he is the key. No wonder my 
friend was silent when I asked what the 
Bible meant to her. 

Last week we were unable to give a firm 
indication about the Anglican women 
bishops deliberations but we now know 
that sufficient progress was not made to be 
acceptable. It is perhaps possible that dis¬ 
cussion will turn to how to consecrate 
women bishops rather than whether it 
should happen at all. 

The Bishop of Truro has raised the grow¬ 


ing reliance of people on food banks which 
he described as a “scandal,” and reported 
20 such banks in his county alone, and 
urged government intervention to help. 

Elsewhere, the Church of England has 
formed a new mega Diocese of West York¬ 
shire and the Dales (Leeds) which brings 
together in one, the people of four dioce¬ 
ses, thus helping the churches involved. 

Ottery St Mary have just concluded their 
Festival of “all that they have to offer” in¬ 
cluding different foods on different days. 
The finale was a festival concert at the 
Parish Church with the Silver Band. 

Going east, the Vicar of Uplyme, the 
Reverendd Gavin Tyte, has been exhibit¬ 
ing at the Lyme Regis Horticultural Soci¬ 
ety’s Summer Show. In a previous year 
Gavin beat River Cottage’s Hugh Fearn- 
ley-Whittingstall to first place in the eru¬ 
dite class. 

Coming west, Combpyne Flower Festi¬ 
val will be held at their 13th century 
church, Friday, July 26th to Sunday, July 
28th is open daily from 10am to 5pm, with 
a Festival Praise Service on Sunday at 
6pm in aid of church funds. Access is off 
the route A3052 and there are refreshments 
- enquiries to 01297 443936. 

Combe Raleigh Flower Festival, themed 
“Heaven’s Above”, is open July 26th to 
July 28th in the church of Saint Nicholas 
from 10.30am to 5pm on Friday and Sat¬ 
urday, and 12.30pm to 6pm on Sunday.

I reserve my "enough is enough" (Mrs Coates' 
regular cry about gull nuisance) for the real threats 
facing our environment and our wildlife, not from 
gulls, but from human beings.

"I choose to ride the London 100 as it follows the 
Olympic cycling course from the Olympic village 
at Stratford and travels through London to Surrey 
and back to London, finishing at The Mall in front 
of Buckingham Palace." 

He will be joined by about 20,000 cyclists and 
hopes to raise a lot of money for a worthy cause. 

He explained: "I’m doing this event for Kidney

THE first Honiton Show was held in 1890, the 54th 
year of Queen Victoria's reign, in fields on Bramble 
Hill, Honiton. 

The Association was then named The Honiton Union 
District Store Cattle and Poultry Association. Its first 
president was Viscount Sidmouth. 

That year the show was held on 
2nd October, with admission cost¬ 
ing one shilling and a grand after 
show dinner at the Dolphin Hotel. 

Thirty years and a world war 
later, in 1920 the show moved to 
Dowell Street and the association 
was re-named Honiton Union Dis¬ 
trict Agricultural Association. 

After the second world war in 
1946 the classes included Labour¬ 
ers Long Service Awards and judg¬ 
ing of the Hunting Hounds. 

Poultry classes disappeared and 
dairy cattle were very low on en¬ 
tries; This was due to the rationing 
taking effect during the war.

Hot Pennies Day 

TODAY - 23 July 2013 

A BRIEF HISTORY - Honiton Hot Pennies Ceremony 
dates back to the 13th Century, when Honiton was 
granted a Royal Charter, the ceremony remained un¬ 
broken for several hundred years, and to this day has 
always taken place on the first Tuesday after July 19th. 

Tine proceedings begin at 12noon from the Old Pannier 
Market, with The Town Crier (accompanied by The 
Mayor and local dignitaries) hoisting up a garlanded 
pole with a gloved hand at the top, proclaiming, “No man 
may be arrested so long as this glove is up.” This was 
done to ensure that everyone would come to Honiton 
for the fair, which followed the ceremony, without fear 
of being arrested for their debts; they would otherwise 
have stayed away. 

The first pennies are thrown from the balcony of the 
former Assembly Rooms above The Old Pannier Market 
and then a procession follows the garlanded pole to a 
number of Public Houses from which “hot pennies” are 
thrown to hoards of scrabbling children. The pole is kept 
on show for the remainder of “fair week” at the last 
Public House. 

The reason behind the pennies being thrown hot was 
that the affluent people who threw out the pennies 
took great delight in seeing the peasants burn their fin¬ 
gers whilst collecting them. 

Nowadays the pennies are merely warm! 

Charter Day 

Saturday 27th July 2013 

ON the Saturday directly after Hot Pennies, Honiton 
holds an annual, all day, Charter Day funded by the prof¬ 
its from the street market. Commemorating the signing 
of the market charter over 750 years ago. 

The town is abuzz with people dressed in costume 
and shop windows decorated to celebrate this event. 
Shopkeepers, market traders and local people are en¬ 
couraged to wear historical costume for the day. 

The traders in particular take care to show their sup¬ 
port for the timeless success of their street market by 
decorating their stalls and appearing in medieval dress. 

During the day the centre of Honiton enjoys music, 
entertainment, charity stalls, a town crier competition 
and much more.

To drink... 

Make a batch of essential elderflower cordial 
for a light, summery, quintessentially British 
drink. 

Ingredients 

About 25 elderflower heads 
2 lemons 
1 orange 

90g citric or tartaric acid 
(available from chemists) 

2kg caster sugar 

Method 

1. Put the elderflower heads in a large preserving pan or 
clean bucket and squeeze the juice from the lemons and the 
orange over them, then add the citric or tartaric acid. Cut 
the squeezed fruit into large chunks and add these to the 
preserving pan or bucket. 

2. Put the caster sugar in a separate pan with 1.5 litres water 
and bring to the boil. Reduce the heat and simmer, stirring 
constantly, until all the sugar has dissolved. Pour the syrup 
over the flowers, cover and leave for 24 hours. 

3. Strain the liquid through clean muslin, pour into 
sterilised bottles

2 tbsp fresh lemon juice

Curried Scotch Eggs 

The key to a good Scotch egg lies in leaving the 
yolk creamy rather than totally hard boiled 

Ingredients 

8 fresh free-range eggs 
400g coarse ground pork mince, 
made from the belly and 
shoulder 

125g streaky bacon, rind 
removed and finely chopped 
1 tsp ground black pepper 
1 tsp mild curry powder 
Flour, for dusting 
250g fresh breadcrumbs 
Sunflower oil, for deep-frying 

Method 

1. To boil the eggs, put 6 into a pan of cold water and bring 
to the boil. Boil for 4 minutes, then plunge into cold water 
for another 4 minutes. Peel immediately and set aside. 

2. Mix the mince, bacon, pepper and curry powder in a large 
bowl. Season, dust your hands with the flour and pick up 
about 50g of mince. Flatten the mix in your right hand and, 
with your left, grab an egg and wrap the mince around it 
until it is fully encased. Repeat for all 6 eggs. 

3. Beat the remaining eggs and roll each Scotch egg in the 
remaining flour, then dip in the egg and roll in the bread¬ 
crumbs. 

4. If you have a deep-fat flyer, set it to 160°C. If not, fill a deep 
pan two-thirds full with oil and put over a medium heat for 
5 minutes. Test the oil by adding a cube of bread. If the bread 
turns golden after a minute, you are good to go. Fry the eggs 
in batches of 3 for about 10 minutes, until the coating is 
golden brown. Cool completely on kitchen paper before 
packing 
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1. Put the diced cucumber, onion, tomatoes, olives and feta 
into a bowl. Toss in the lettuce. Whisk the dressing ingredi¬ 
ents and plenty of seasoning together. 

2. Shake the ingredients for the dressing together and pour

Chocolate and Raspberry Cake - Drizzle melted 
chocolate over the cake and carefully arranging

Ingredients 

250g butter, softened, plus extra 
250g self-raising flour 
1 tsp baking powder 
225g drinking chocolate powder 
250g light soft brown sugar 
4 eggs, lightly beaten 
3 tbsp milk 

200g frozen berries (raspberries, 
blackberries and blueberries) 

For decoration 

200g white chocolate, broken up 
Fresh raspberries 
Small pink marshmallows

Method 

1. Preheat the oven to 180°C/fanl60°C/gas 4. Grease 
and base line a 30cm x 20cm cake tin. Sift the flour, bak¬ 
ing powder and drinking chocolate into a large bowl. 

2. In another bowl, cream the butter and sugar together 
until pale and fluffy. Gradually add the eggs, beating 
well after each addition. Add the flour mixture and milk 
and gently mix until combined. 

3. Spoon the cake mixture into the tin and poke in the 
frozen berries. Bake for 45 minutes, covering with a dou¬ 
ble layer of baking paper halfway through to prevent it 
browning too much, until risen and cooked. When you 
press the cake lightly, it should bounce back. Cool in the 
tin slightly, then turn out and cool on a wire rack. 

4. To decorate, put the chocolate into a bowl. Rest the 
bowl over a pan of gently simmering water and leave to 
melt, stirring occasionally. Carefully remove the bowl 
from the saucepan. 

5. Using a teaspoon, drizzle the chocolate in lines across 
the cake. Arrange the berries, marshmallows and can¬ 
dles on top before serving. 



The art of grilling fish 


Grilled fish is a delight, but grilling fish and seafood can seem a bit 
intimidating. Actually, it's not hard at all to get great results. Here 
are some basic tips to get you started: 


• A HOT fire is key. You want to 
cook seafood quickly to retain 
the natural juices and flavor. 

• A CLEAN grill rack is equally 
important. Fish will stick to a 
dirty rack and make turning the 
fish difficult. 

• OIL the rack when the barbe¬ 
cue grill is hot, just before 
you're ready to cook. Also, oil 
the fish whenever possible. Use 
a high-temperature oil, such as 
grape seed, peanut, or plain 
olive oil. 

• SKIN side up or down? Con¬ 
ventional wisdom says to cook 
the skin side first, but doing the 
opposite gives a nicer, crusted 
surface on the non-skin side, 
and the skin helps the fillet 
hold together for turning. The 
result is a moist, more appeal¬ 
ing fillet. Try it and you'll see. 

• FISH will hold together better 
and be less likely to stick if you 
leave it alone during grilling. 
Cook it for the estimated time, 
then try lifting it carefully. 

• A WIDE, thin spatula is essen¬ 
tial for flipping and removing 


fish. Having two close at hand 
is even better. 

• IF you're grilling thin fillets, or 
just want to make life easier, 
you can grill fish and seafood 
in the type of double-sided, 
long-handled grilling rack used 
for hamburgers and steaks. 
There are also specially shaped 
ones made for grilling whole 
fish. 

• A GOOD rule of thumb is to 
grill fish for a total of 10 min¬ 
utes per inch of thickness 
(measured at the thickest 
point.) So if you have a half 
inch thick fillet, grill it for about 
3 minutes on one side, then flip 


it and cook for 2 minutes more. 

• AVOID sugary marinades or 
glazes, especially with thick fil¬ 
lets or whole fish, as the sugars 
can burn and turn bitter before 
the fish is fully cooked. 

• AS with other methods, fish is 
fully cooked when it begins to 
flake and is opaque at the cen¬ 
ter. Some fish, like salmon and 
tuna, are often served while 
still somewhat 'rare', like steak. 

• TUNA, salmon, swordfish, 
halibut, mahi mahi, barra- 
mundi, trout, mackerel, yellow- 
tail, and sea bass are some of 
the best fish to grill.

That worldwide success con¬ 
tinued with the second generation (2003-2013), 
which underscored the Vorsprung durch Technik 
brand’s domination of this segment in terms of 
technology and quality. Nearly two million of 
these second generation cars were delivered to 
customers. 


In late 2012, the completely new third genera¬ 
tion car made its debut, and again set new bench¬ 
marks for quality, build integrity and technological 
sophistication at this level. Last month, the new 
A3 Saloon joined the three-door and Sportback 
variants, and later this year the new 300PS S3 and 
S3 Sportback will make their UK debuts, followed 
in early 2014 by the S3 Saloon. 

All three A3 ranges offer a choice of exception¬ 
ally efficient, highly refined engines, including the 
1.4 TFSI with Cylinder-on-Demand technology 
and 60.1mpg potential and the 1.6 TDI which 
pares C02 output back to 99g/km. They combine 
these with fit, finish and equipment worthy of an 
executive class car, and also offer the opportunity 
to upgrade with sophisticated options such as Audi 


magnetic ride damper control, a ‘hands-free’ park¬ 
ing assistant, swivelling adaptive cornering lights, 
a 705-watt Bang & Olufsen audio system, MMI 
touch fingertip data entry and Audi connect, bring¬ 
ing internet-based services to the car. In the near 
future, high-tech all-LED headlights will also be 
added to this list as an alternative to the more fa¬ 
miliar xenon units. 

Next year the A3 range will also embrace the fu¬ 
ture with its first hybrid variant - the petrol-elec¬ 
tric A3 e-tron, capable of covering up to 188mpg 
while emitting as little as 35g/km of C02 (accord¬ 
ing to the NEDC test). In the meantime, prices for 
the existing A3 range start from £18,280 and rise 
to £29,160, with the S3 and S3 Sportback priced 
at £30,640 and £31,260.

Challengers for the title will be attacking the lead that 
the current championship leader Scott Moran has 
amassed so far this season.

Weymouth's Geoff and Graham Blake will contest the 
Modified Specialist Sports Car class the previous day 
but will have over 20 drivers as opposition the following 
day as they take their two litre Westfield SEi sports car 
up against saloons, other sports cars and the 1963 
Cooper T65 formula junior racer of Reg Broome. 

The roadgoing invitation class sees Frampton's Stew¬ 
art Green at the wheel of his Sylva Riot joining 
Lawrence Alexander from Bridport in his BMW Z3M 
Coupe in their quest for glory.
